Complaint 18 even made that the lighting s
overdone, us the Hghts are on all night olr-
cuit,. Not a cat can slip across a Crawfords-
ville street at night but that It can be de-
tectad easlly for a distance of two or three
blocks. The elty will shortly Increase the
slze of Its commercial plant and fn this way
hopes 1o defray the total expense of the
street llghting. The cost of the strect light-
ing at present, with a limited number of
commerclal lights, i  conalderably less
to the city than under the regime of the
private plant, with which the oity had a
contract for lights on every eorner to be ex-
tingulshed at midoight.

The
first sectlon entitles the holder of a com-
mutatlon ticket to the use of one line In
both directions and as many tlmes as he
chooses, Including Sundays. The second
soction issues commutation tickets for the
uze of all lines, in all directions, and allows
the holder to avall himself of the accom-
modations as many times as he chooses,
These tickets are valld from three to twelyve
months and the prices are so low that If a
person uses the care over threes times a
(ny, & commutation means a saving—in
game cases the fare for each trip amounting

Maria Culbertson, Born in 1799, Celebrates
Hor Centenary in Nemaha County.

PART OF MOST OF THE NATION'S HISTORY

Children, Grandchildren, Numerous
Great Grandehildren and a Great-
Great-Grandson in Nebraska—
Is a Grent Reader.

Sept. 23.—(Special.)—In Ne-
maha county, Nebraska, Saturday, Sepremboer
9, at the home of Major Willlam Dally, there
gathered a ilitle company of children ““to the
third and fourth generatlon,’” to unite with
Mrs, Marin Culbertson in rejoleing, not
merely that she has lived 100 years, but
that she has retained ber mental vigor and
physical powers for eo long a time,

Mrs, Culbertson, formerly Maria Logan,
was born in Rockingham county, Virginia,
twenty-four vears after the battle of Bunker
Hill, twenty-three yewrs after the signing of
the Declaration of Independence, sixieen
years after the close of the revolutlonary
war, which set the colonles free from the
BEngllsh yoke, and about three months before
the death of George Washington.

If the roll of the eminent statesmen and
presidents who have beoen famois in directing
this nation through its most trylng times
wore to bo called it would be found that they
wera born, thit they Myed thelr span and
that they #ed, running the whole course of
thelr career sinee the birth of the woman
whose 100th birthday was celebrated this
month, She has been @ part of almost the
entire history of this natlon, both it and ahe
having their birth within a few years of
ench other. If the wrlter remembers his
history, she was born in the year the terri-
torial leglslature of Indinoa electod William
Henry Harrison a delegate 10 congress,

Her Early Life on the Border.

At the age of about 12 years she removed
to Clnelnnati, where she lived for one win-
ter, thence to Indiana and subsequently to
Kentucky, returning to make her home In
Indlana near Madison, where she married at
about the age of 26 years, her hyahand be-
ing Charles M. Culbertson, In company with
othors of the early eettlers of that far-off
region, whe fled from the Indians, who were,
us it afterward proved, as badly frightened
as were the white settlers and who were
fleeing in the opposite direction as fast as
possible.

It will be seen that she dld not marry at
at extremely early age, but she Is disposed
‘to think that if she had settled down In life
a8 early us some of her assoclates sho might
have Mved to be quite old. 8o it will be
seen that even In that day people were liable
to mistakes In judgment. Bince the death of
her husband ghe has made heér home sucoos-
glvely with her daughter, Mrs, Wood, In
Danville, 111, and with her daughter, Mrs.
William Dally, In Nebraska.

These two daughters, the former now Hv-
ing lp Phoenix, Ariz., and one son, Samuel
Culbertson of Peru, Neb, werea present at
the birthday reunion. Besldes these ohlldren
there were eight grandebildren and a small
army of great-grandchildren present. There
Is one great-great-grandson, Master Charles
Cedric Wilds, who makes his home luo Hixd
Cloud, Neb,, but as he wae just § montha

Great Render of Books and Papers,

Mra. Cuibertson has always been a great
reader of history, fiction and blography, and
has not neglected the current periodigal
IHterature of the day. The dally papers are
thoroughly read, and no one |8 better posted
on the passing eventis and political ques-
tiong, as well as the forelgn news, Dickens
bhas always been a faverite with her; but
she has not overlooked even Rider Haggard,
whose writings, however, she does nol esteem
very highly. Her knowledge of books would
put to shame many who make some pre-
tentions to keeping up with the literature
of the day.

One of the pleasant features of the family
reunion was her dellight in the beauty of
the decorntions of the table and the dining
room. Her expressions of pleasure were
most pleasant to hear. One decoration, the
canter plece for the dinner table, wis made
of 100 wax tapers arranged to form the dates

A Little Village In Mnine thnt Hna

The territory where the village Is located
wus granted to Richard Balchelder by the
stato of Massachusetts in 1797, and  sixty
years ago four familles moved there f[rom
Froveburg, In the western part of Oxford
county, Malne, They clearsd awany about
100 acres of land and built several log cab-
ina. A few years later they were obliged
10 abandon the settlement on account of the
Rppearance of “Nigger Tom," & runaway
slave, who announced to the terrified sel-
tlers that he had been ''sent by the Lord"
to take the proporty ‘which they had worked
hard for years to clear, Then the village
was pamed “Nigger Tom's settlement,” and
was known as that untl about 1850, when
G. A. and D. R, Hastings purchased over
20,000 acres of the land and the Wild River
